As relentless a war should be 
declared upon Alcohol as society 
is here and now waging against 
tuberculosis or typhoid, says Jack 
London. And he knows what he 
ie talking about. He knows the 
drinking game from A to Z—so0 
he says, and his book proves it. 
Like a survivor of old red War 
who cries out, “Let there be no 
more war!" Jack London cries: 

“Let there be no more polson- 
fighting by our youths. The way 
to stop war is to stop it The 
way to stop drinking is to stop it. 
The way China stopped the gen- 
eral use of opium was by stopping 
the cultivation and importation of 
opium. The philosophers, priests 
and doctors of China could have 
preached themselves breathless 
against opium for a thousand 
years, and the use of opium, as 
long as opium was ever-acces- 
sible and obtainable, would have 
continued unabated. We are so 
made, that is all. We have with 
great success made a practice of 
not leaving arsente and strych- 
nine, and typhoid and tubercu- 
losis germe, lying arvund for our 
“nildren to be destroyed by. Treat 
John Barleycorn the same way 
Stop him, Don't let him le

around, licensed and legal, to 
pounce upon our youth.” 


This plea for prohibition is not 
one to be Nightly tossed aside 
as that of a fanatical teetotaler 
If Jack London preaches with a 
“forty-parson power" he is no 
parson! And I have not heard it 
suggested that he has been 
bought by the Anti-Saloon 
League. The youths and young 
men of the country can not look 
down upon him as a namby-pam- 
by specimen of the race, a goody- 
goody youth, sweet and sugary 
and sisterly! The young man 
who can out-work him, out-fance 
him, out-sail him, out-fight him 
—or, for the matter of that, out- 
érink him!—might be entitled to 
look down upon Jack London. 
And he is the one who would not. 
This street urchin selling news- 
papers on the streets of San 
Francisco, this oyster pirate of 
San Francisco Bay, this big- 
Hmbed seal hunter back from 
the Siberian coast, this great 
hulking fgenoramus who educates 
himself and makes a man of him- 
self and is novelist, soctologist, 
thinker, and leaps to a place 
among the literary men of our 
tims who possess creative genius 
—this big brother of our own with 
his prize-fighter’s faw and philos- 
opher’s forehead, with his in- 
atincts of a caveman and aspira- 
tions of a poet—is not one of the 
world’s poor wastrels whom the 
athlete or the scholar, the club- 
man of affairs, has a right to de- 
spise.

The girl who has a laugh 
hung on a hair trigger, and that 
goes off at the slightest jolt of 
her funnybone, would get me if I 
were a man, for I should know 
that there are lots of things in 
matrimony that a woman has 
either got to laugh over or cry 
over, and I should prefer a home 
where the sun shone to one that 
was always damp and foggy. Be- 
eve me, son, the woman who 
sees the funny side of things and 
Can make a merry adventure of 
the ordinary mishaps of life is the 
sort of a wife to tle to. Tragedy 
queens are all right on the stage, 
but heaven help the man who has 
to eat his breakfast opposite to 
one 365 times a year! 


The third quality that I should 
look for in a wife is what some 
folks call “faculty.” That means 
being equal to any situation that 
arises and knowing how to do 
things. It means the kind of a 
wife who can cook, and wash, and 
sew, and trim her own hats, and 
help her husband make his for- 
tune, and then, when he's got it, 
she can help him spend it ag if 
she never did anything in her life 
but transmit orders to an English 
butler and wear hats from Paris. 


So, if I were picking out a wife, 
I'd chooge a girl who knew how to 
turn her hand to anything that 
bobbed up: who could cook a din- 
ner or order one in a restaurant: 
who could pick out a dress that 
suited her or make one, who knew 
how to check her trunk, and run 
& bank account, and give first aid 
to the infured when any accident 
happened in her vicinity. No 
helpless, do!l-baby woman for me 
that would be like a millstone 
about my neck and prevent me 
from ever winning in the race for 
success.
